OIL OF THE SMU'r OF CORN.

SOAP OBTAINED DIRECTLY FROM 
SALT. 

It tallow, oil, and resin, the matters 
commonly employed in soap-making, 
are heated with an excess of common 
salt, ammonia, and water, a soda-soap 
separates, leaving in the 
chloride of ammonium along with the 
excess of free ammonia and salt. This 
reaction is due to the greater solu- 
bility of ammoniacal soap in ammo- 
niacal water, and the insolubility of 


soda soap in water containing \¢ per 
cent: of salt. At first the ammonia 


combines with the fatty acids, then 
the sodium contained in the salt takes 
the place of the ammonia in the soap. 
An excess of ammonia and soap is es- 
sential. 100 parts of tallow require 15 
or 20 parts of ammonia, 20 to 30 of 
salt, and 200 to 300 parts of water.— 
Whitelaw in ChemischenCentralblatt.

The color most in favor at the pres- 
ent time is caroubier, which seems to 
combine the red-cardinal and yellow 
brown. It is easilyfobtained on wool 
in a bath of fuchsine, with the addi- 
tion of a very small quantity of anilin, 
maroon, or by a mixture of orchil with 
red wood, and a little fustic added 
it is easy to produce this shade. 

Eosine is now being largely substitu- 
ted for cochineal in the dyeing of 
wool. A beautiful bright scarlet may 
be obtained by using the following: 
To 10 lbs. of wool, 3 0z3 of eosine and 
8 ozs of alum.—Le Moniteur de la Tein- 
ture.

NIGHT GREEN 
OR METHYL GREEN, 

To Dissolve.—This green is entirely 
soluble in warm water. If water con- 
taining lime is used, the green may 
get discolored, but it has not been de- 
stroyed. Adrop of acid will restore 
the color. 

ON WOOL. 

The dyeing vat must be a wooden or 
a stone one. 

Neither copper, lead nor iron must 
be present in the dye bath. 

The pipes must be of galvanized 
india rubber, as otherwise the mordant 
would combine with the metal. 

Mordant—For 100 lbs. of wool, take 
the usual quantity of water and add 
to it: 

20 Ibs. of hyposulphite of soda. 
5 tbs of alum. 
51¢ lbs. of sulphuric acid (strongest). 

The sulphuric acid must be added 
only when the alum and the hyposul- 
phite have been dissolved, 

Enter the wool in the mordant bath 
at 122° Fah., and work it well for an 
hour, bringing the temperature grad. 
ually up to 160° Fah. or so. 

The bath looks milky at first, but it 
gets clearer towards the end of the 
operation when the wool has ab- 
sorbed the mordant.

Use of the Metric Systenr in Prescrip- 
tions. 


The Medical Society of the County, 
of New York, recommends to its mem- 
bers the adoption of the metric sys- 
tem in writing prescription. ‘The re- 
solution was unonimously adopted. 
Thus we see that this system is work- 
ing its way rapidly into favor and 
popular use. Its principles and meth- 
ods ought to be made a part of the 
curriculum of every public school—for 
we may be assured thut its excellence 
and simplicity will soon be universally 
recognized. ‘There can be no difficulty 
according to the metric system in 
putting up prescriptions, if decimal 
weights are employed instead of un- 
dertaking to translate the one system 
into the other, and then using the old, 
We copy the following rules, which 
will serve every purpose except in the 
case of any potent remedies.

The main attention is to be directed

Of heavy liquids a 
larger weight, and of light liquids a

2 fl. 3 of chloroform weigh nearly 3 
3 in weight; hence, in prescribing a 
heavy liquid like chloroform in the 
metric system, regard must be had to 
its specific gravity. The same is the 
case with liquids lighter thin water, 
as for iustauce spiritus etheris comp., 
of which 1 fl. 3 weighs only about 49 
grains, 

The capacity of the ordinary domes- 
tic measures, as compired with the 
metric system, is as follows: 

A wineglassful is equal to about 3 fl. 
oz., or 100 gm. 

A tablespoonful ('g 
to 15 gm. 

A teaspoontul (13) corresponds to 
4 gm. 

A teaspoonful of a vegetable powder 
is about equal to 15 to 20 grains, or 1 
to 1.5 gm.; and of a mineral or saline 
powder about 30 to 40 grains, or 2 to3 
gm. 

A noticeable exception is calcined 
magnesia, which is often prescribed to 
be measufed in such a manner; this 
substance occupies a bulk about six 
times as large as an equal weight of 
sugar; one teaspoonful of the latter 
weighing 2.0 gm., the same measure of 
magnesia weighs only: about 0.3 gm. 
(or 5 grains). 

It would be easy to multiply rules 
for the conversion of one system of 
weights into the other. But there is 
no need of this. A few weeks of at- 
tentive trialof the metric system ‘will 
give to any practitioner the necessary 
insight and routine, and after the ap- 
parent difficulties have once been 
mastered the old system will be gladly 
dropped into oblivion.

Java Gassia and Cassia Buds. 
(BY WM. DRAKE BENNETT.) 

My last communication to you, Nov, 
1st, was on Ceylon Cinnamon and Cas- 
sia Lignea, as known to the commerce 
of the United States. My remarks will 
now be upon Java Cassia, which is 
very extensively cultivateé in Java. 
The seeds are planted in a prepared 
soil about three feet apart, and grow 
in clusters like the hazel bush. They 
attuin the height oi six to eight feet 
in five to six years ‘The leaves are 
of a shining green upon the upper sur 
face, lighter colored beneath aud fur- 
nished with three nerves, of which the 
two lateral varnish towards the point, 
and exhibit under the microscope a 
very fine down upon the under surface. 
The foot stalks and twigs are also 


downy. The bark is rolled very much 


upon itself, is of.a darker color than 
the finest Ceylon cinnamon, thicker, 
tougher, denser, and breaks with a 
short fracture. It has amore pugnent 
and astringent sweet and grateful 
taste, and is even mere valued than 
the cinnamon of Ceylon, and yields a 
sweeter an@ more pungent oil. The 
bark is one-eighth of an inch thick, 
ten to twelve inches long, and is put in 
bales of fourSto five pounds each, and 
packed in chests from eighty to one 
hundred pounds each. From the 
above sje ies, which alsog rows in Ca- 
yenne and other isJands on the Mala- 
bar cast, cassia buds are obtained. 

Cassia buds have some resemblance 
to cloves, and may be compared to 
small nails with round heads, The 
enclosed germen is sometimes removed. 
They are then cup-shaped at the top, 
have a brown color, with the flavor of 
cinnamon, yield an essential oil upon 
distillation, and may be used for the 
same purpose as the bark. After being 
dried in the sun they are put in chests 
of about forty pounds weight. 

Cassia is among the most grateful 
and efficient of the aromatics. It is 
warm and cordial to the stomach, and, 
like most of the substances of this 
class, more powerful as a local than 
general stimulent. It will allay nausea, 
check vomiting, and relieve flatulence. 
When on a visit to Kew Gardens, Lon- 
don, 1869, where is kept a noble col- 
lection of specimens of the Ceylon cin- 
namon, I noticed a specimen from the 
West India Island of Martinique. It 
was apparently of fine quulity, con- 
sisting of pieces singly and doubly 
quilled, and bearing a close resem- 
blance to the product of Ceylon, ex- 
cept that the quills were single, and 
not, like the Ceylonese, introduced one 
into the other, forming a sort of com- 
pact cylinder. There were, beside, 
large flat pieces of the bark from the 
same source, bearing in their general 
uspect some resemblance to the flat 
Calisaya bark. These were, no doubt, 
from the trunk or larger branches. 
‘They were enclosed in cases in such a 
manner as to be seen, but could not be 
submitted to the test of taste and 
smell.— Grocer.

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ACTION OF BORAX ON VEGETATION. 
BY E, PEtIGOT. 


(Translated for the O11, PAINT AND 


DrvuG REPORTER). 

The recent researches of M.,.Dumas, 
on alcoholic fermentation, brought to 
light the antiseptic properties of borax; 
and these researches suggested to me 
the study of the influence of borax on 
vegetable life. The first results obtained 
were so definite that I cannot: but re- 
peat them here. 

The experiment was made with kid- 
ney beans. Twelve porous earthen ves- 
sels were taken of the capacity of six 
litres, and each one received four seeds ; 
at the end of one month the vegetation 
was vigorous and uniform, the plants 
were watered with the same quantity of 
water holding in solution various saline 
substances; the rain’ being abundant 
during the experiment, they required to 
be watered but a single time, which was 
accomplished with one litre of water 
containing two grams of fertilizing or 
non-fertilizing materials. Among the 
substances employed were sodium bo- 
rate, potassium borate and boracic acid; 
the effect produced by these was not 
slow to manifest itself. 


The leaves of the lots, three in num- 
ber, treated respectively with either one 
of the three Jast named substances 
turned yellow in a few days while the 
other lots remained of a dark green. 
All the lots treated with the fertilizing 
salts,jnamely, ammonium nitrate and 
phosphate, sodium phosphate and ni- 
trate, calcium phosphate and saltpetre, 
and in the case of two plants, common 
water alone, accomplished in a normal 
way the various phases of development, 
while life was completely suppressed in 
the plants that received boracic acid free 
or in a state of combination. 

The choice of the borate of potassa 
was made with a view of answering an 
objection that might have been raised in 
regard to the more or less destructive 
action, which several salts of sodium 
exercise over fermentation, or, which 
is more in connection here, on the de- 
velopment of vegetables. In the present 
case, however, that action of sodium 
was not noticed; it is true that the 
quantities employe were extremely mi- 
nute, [there being scarcely a difference 
between the plants receiving the fertiliz- 
ing salts and those watered with pure 
water; but the conclusion to be drawn 
from this experiment is rendered all the 
more precise by this result. And, in- 
deed, it is to the boracic acid, and not 
to thé’ sodium borate, that this dele- 
terious action upon plants must be at- 
tributed. . 

As it is difficult to admit a priori that 
asubstance so poisonous to plant life can 
be perfectly innocuous to the animal 
economy, ,it is no more than fair to in- 
stitute inquiries as to the safety of pre- 
serving meat (to he used as an aliment) 
with borax—and to see that the public 
health is not endangered in that way. 


The Academy of Sciences received two 
boxes of meat preserved in this way 
from Buenos Ayres; that the meat was 
perfectly well presérved, there could be 
no doubt. Before using it, the meat 
was to be thoroughly washed, in order 
to free it, as much as possible, from the 
brine, made of borax, boracic acid, com- 
mon salt, and saltpetre; but I'am not 
certain that the washing is perfectly 
efficacious; as it is as difficult to recog- 
nize boracic acid and the borates by the 
taste, when they_exist,in small quanti- 
ties, as it is by chemical analysis. A 
committee has appointed Cok Bernard to 
ascertain whether borax, so destructive 
to plants, is innocuous to animals.—#e- 
portoire de Pharmacie et Journal de 
Chemte Medicale, 1876.

It has been 
found by experiment that hybrids thus 
formed yartake in nearly equal propor- 
tions,of the chemical characters of their 
parents, so that it has been possible to 
judge, from the alkaloids found in the 
bark, of what two,species the plant was 
the offspring. It has also been shown 
that there is a tendency in such hybrids 
to revert to the type of one or other of 
the parent plants. Hence he concludes 
that if the Ledger seeds are hybrids, it 
may be possible, in two or three genera- 
tions, for this valuable form (C. Led- 
geriana) to revert to an original type 
containing even 20 per cent of quinia. 
For present purposes it is necessary to 
propagate extensively the best trees by 
cuttings. Singularly enough, it has 
been found that the C. Ledgeriana, 
unlike C. succirubra, cannot be propa- 
gated by cuttings from the branches, 
but that ifa tree is felled, the shoots 
which spring from the stumps will 
strike readily. 

It will naturally be supposed that in 
this bark, containing 1-10 to 1-6 of its 
weight of quinia, the alkaloids must be 
visible to the eye; and such is the case. 
Under a Jens the bark is seen to be 
speckled with white dots, particularly 
in the cellular portion just outside the 
liber. That these can be seen in the 
form of crystalline nodules in a micro- 
scopical section, and that the crystals 
exist in the bark and are not formed by 
the liquor potassz, in which the sec- 
tions are soaked for a minute to remuve 
coloring matter, is strongly asserted by 
Mr. J. E. Howard, contrary to the 
opinions of Berg and the authors of the 
‘“‘Pharmacographia.’”’ He is supported 
in his opinions by Mr. Broughton, who 
says that the crystals in red bark are un- 
mistakably those of cinchonidia, — 
Pharm, J. and Trans., from Howard's 


Quinology.

UNITED STATES PHARMACOP@IA, 


The revision of the U. 8. Pharma- 
copeia and the methods to’ be sdopted 
in the work, are the topics of discussion 
among the professionals. At a late 
meeting of the College of Pharmacy, 
held Nov. 23d., it was the theme of 
discussion. Pres. Balluff, in his intro- 
ductory remarks, referring to the dis- 
cussion of this subject at the last meeting 
of the Am. Phar. Association, suggested 
a conference or council of the two pro- 
fessions upon the basis of equality in 
numbers of representatives from either 
side. 

Dr. Squibb, in a carefully prepared 
address, elaborately and ably discussed 
the subject in all its bearings. He ad- 
vocated radical changes, and argued 
with the President in the opinion that 
the revision should be the joint work of 
both the Medical and Pharmaceutical 
Associations. 





FERMENTATION OF GLYCERINE,

Quinia sulph. gr. 600; acid tartaric, 
gr. 100; glycerine, m 75. Rub the 
quinia and acid together in a mortar to 
a fine powder till no appearance of crys- 
tal: remains, add the glycerine—just 
sev enty-five minims, no more no less— 
and continue the trituration till the 
powder becomes adherent, whenit should 
be beaten into proper form for hand- 
ling and divided into the requisite num- 
ber of pills. The mass is firm, solid 
rolls well, does not set for some hours— 
is, in fact, a ‘‘ beautiful mass,’’? and the 
pills will be found quite small for their 
weight, very white if rolled in starch 
powder, and, however old or dry they 
may become, they remain perfectly and 
entirely soluble.
